Claims 

1) A beneficial microorganism propagation-promoting material which promotes propagatior 
a beneficial microorganism, said material being obtained by inoculating koji mold on grains to^^fect 
koji preparation, adding water to a resultant fi*om said koji preparation to thereby h^^^seifzc proteins 
and/or saccharides contained in said resultant, and removing a predetermjpetT^ount of phytic acid 
contained in said grains. 

2) A beneficial microorganism propagation-pjpfrt^ting material comprising a mixture of: 
a product for promotingjjtf:epSgation of beneficial microorganisms obtained by 

inoculating koji mold on grjiiiSloefFect koji preparation, adding water to a resuhant fi*om said koji 
preparation to tlji^eBy hydrolyze proteins and/or saccharides contained in said resultant, and removing 
a pre^etemuned amount of phytic acid contained in said grains; and 
resistant starch.
